Attorney-General Otto sent his 
| agent Into the county several weeks 
ago after he had received numer- 


ous reports of lawlessness. Since 
that time the investigator has been 
gathering information on such con- 
ditions and reporting it to Olto. 
Some weeks ago Sheriff Wilmas 
received a letter from Otto advis- 
ing him of information gained by

MERCURY, VENUS 
AND MARS TO BE 
IN UNION TONIGHT 


The planets Mercury, Venus and 
Mars will be in canjunction to- 
night. 

The Rev. Martin 8S. Brennan’ St. 


Louis astronomer, said that’ the 
watcher here should direct his 
gaze, directly after sunset, to the 


point on the horizon where the sun 
goes down. He will see Venus ani 
Mercury very close together. Mars, 
nearly twice as far distant from the 
earth as Venus, likely will be in- 
visible to the naked eye, unless the 
air happens to be unusually cleir 
and the sky cloudless. After 8:30 
o’clock conditions for seeing the 
planets will be less favorable. The 
phenomenon will continue for three 
or four nights, but Mercury, speai- 
lest of planets, will draw away ra>- 
ily. 

Venus is brilliant white, Mer- 
cury has an orange hue and Mars 
is red. Father Brennan said tnai 
he had watched the approach of 
the planets to a common line for 
several] nights, but that he had re- 
quired a field glass on most nights. 

On July 21, Venus and Neptune 
similarly will be in conjunction, but 
it will be a sight for astronomers 
only, as Neptune is the outermost 
unit of the solar system, nearly 
3,000,000,000 miles from the sun.

Shocks Felt at Four Towns but No

FINES OF POLICE 
JUDGES UPHELD 


Penalties pf Nine Defend- 
ants Reduced and 22 Per- 
sons Are Discharged on 
Appeal by Gayer. 


While arréests,under the ambigu- 
ous vagrancy law were occupying 
the time of police, and while Police 
Judges Rosecan and Beck were 
exacting large fines under this 
ordinance, Judge Gayer’s Court of 
Criminal Correction for the last- 
eight weeks; has been crowded 
with such cases. Not one of them 
has been sustained by the higher 
court. 

Yesterday there were but two 
appeals from convicted “vagrants.” 
But there were 82 cases on the 
— for appeal—36 of which 
were heard. A conviction without 
sufficient evidence will not remain 
a conviction in Judge Gayer’s court, | 
whether it is a conviction for vag- 
rancy, traffic violation, or disturb- 
ing the peace. 

Therefore, in light of Police 
Court verdicts during the last eight 
weeks, it is not surprising to find 
that but five of the 36 fines hea -d 
yesterday were sustained, that nine 
were reduced and 22 defendants 
discharged. The majority of cases 
discharged were minor violations of 
city ordinances—where evidence 
was insufficient, where the pr #e- 
cuting witnesses failed to appear—- 
the two vagrancy cases, and twice 
when only one. officer appeared 
against a defendant when two had 
made the arrest.

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TRUCE IN FIGHT OVER 
TAXATION OF THE FREE 
BRIDGE BY EAST ST. LOUIS 


Mayor Miller Expected to Urge Passage of 
His Reprisal Toll Measure, However, When: 
Aldermen Meet Again in September. 


There is a truce in the unsisterly 
fight between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis over the Free Bridge. 


Not that the stubbornness of 
either has softened, but in St. 
Louis the Board of Aldermen has 
adjourned for the summer and 
Mayor Miller cannot make effec- 
tive before September his threat 
that, unless East St. Louis quits 
taxing the bridge, he will impose 
a toll on East St. Louis automo- 


“biles using it. 


It is an old fight—-one grown to 
bitterness in the last year. St. 
Louis believes that it did a gen- 
erous thing—spending $9,000,000 
for a bridge and throwing it open 
to the residents of East St. Louis. 
By now, Mayor Miller reckons, it 
is saving the people of Illinois 
$400,000 a year in tolls that they 
would pay were they compelled to 
use Eads Bridge. 

' Taxed Since Completion. 

But, like most cities, East St. 
Louis must atch for municipal 
revenue and the bridge seemed a 
fortuitous windfall. In any event, 
East St. Louis placed'a tax on it 
in ‘the year it was completed and 
has continued to tax it each suc- 
ceeding year. 

The amount of the tax is grow- 
ing. In the first year, 1917, it 
was, in round numbers, $21,000. 
Last year it was $41,000 and pro- 
jecting that rate of increase into 
the future St. Louis fears that it 
will not be long until the’ tax 
reaches $100,000 a year. The total 
which St. Louis has paid in taxes 
on the bridge now is $180,000. 

As the size of the tax has grown, 
the exasperation of St..Louis of4- 
cials has mounted. Finally, during 
Mayor Kiel’s termure, efforts were 
made to persuade the Illinois Leg- 
islature to exempt the i. bridge. 
These failed. “Anyway the tax is 
illegal,’’ St. Louis said and went to 
court. The Supreme Court of Illi- 
nois decided that Bast St. Louis 
had the undoubtable legal right to 
tax the bridge. 

“But you haven’t -the moral 
rizght,’’ St. Louis still protested. 

“Why not?” was the answer, 
“We are not taxing the roadway, 
which we use free, but the railroad 
approach, which you can use for 
revenue. The fact that you 
haven't worked out any way to use 
that approach is unfortunate, but 
doesn’t alter the case. A man pays 
taxes on his lot even though it is 


vacant.” 


Conciliation Next Tried. 


Then St. Louis tried concilia- 
tion. It proposed a treaty between 
the states of Missouri and Illinois. 
In effect it said ‘‘we won't tax any 
free bridges you may build  pro- 
jecting into Missouri, if you—will 
exempt any of our free bridges 
that project into Illinois.” 

The treaty readily passed 
Missouri Legislature and a com- 
mittee representing the city, th: 
Chamber of Commerce and other 
hodies carried it to Gov. Small of 
Illinois. The Illinois WLegislatur> 
was in session. Surely, Gov. Small 
said, it did not seem rixht for East 
St. Louis to tax a bridge that is 
used without charge. The Si. 
Touisans departed happily. 

Days elapsed. Then came word 
from Springfield that Gov. Sma! 
had learned that the treaty did not 
meet the approval of the East St. 
ITouis delegation in the Legisla- 
ture. Unfortunate, but senatorial 
courtesy, you know. Those within 
the St. Louis delegation, not with- 
out experience in practical politics, 
opined that Gov. Small] necded the 
votes of the four East S:. Louisans 
cn other matters and had found a 
way to get them. 


Toll Bill Presented by Miller. 


It was then that the bill to im- 
pose a bridge toll on all vehicles 
not bearing a Missouri license made 
its appearance in the Board of Al- 
dermeéen. It came from Mayor Mil- 
ler, but it is understood to have 
been drawn by Glendy B. Arnold, 
attorney for the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who had represented the 
Kiel administration in efforts to 
free the bridge from its tax. 

The bill frankly was a reprisal. 
It was a bludgeon to be wielded to 
make East St. Louis come to time. 
The Illinois Legislature still was in 
session. It was hoped that the 
East St. Louis four in the Legisla- 
ture would hear from their con- 
stituents that they wanted to coa- 
tinue to come to 8t. Louis over the 
free bridge and didn’t relish a 
charge for the privilege. If this 
should happen, the treaty would 


the 


ee 


pass with a rush. But it didn't 
happen. The East St. Louis four 
didn’t budge. The Legislature ad- 
journed without having considered 
the treaty. It still is before that 
body, but is of small use, because 
the Legislature does not recon- 
vene for two years. 

So, when the toll bill came up 
before the St. Louis Aldermen on 
the day of their adjournment, hav- 
ing failed as a bludgeon, it was 
passed back to committee. The 
reason given was that some  §8t. 
Louis organizations had signified 
their opposition and had not been 
heard. 

The Toll Proposed. 

The toll provided in the bill is 
approximately two-fifths that 
charged over Eads Bridge. Two 
or three passenger automobiles 
would pay 15 cents; up to eight 
persons 20 cents, and more than 
eight persons, 30 cents. Small de- 
livery trucks up to and including 
one ton would be charged 20 cents; 
three-ton trucks 35 cents; four and 
five ton 40 cents;-and of greater 
capacity 60 cents. The bill was 
calculated to produce only the 
amount of the tax imposed by East 
St. Louis—no more. + 

If the bill seems to have use as 
a bludgeon in September, it will be 
brought out again. An effort may 
be made to pass it to give East St. 
Louis a taste of paying for what 
has been free. But it is not se- 
riously designed as a permanent 
measure. It is trading stock. St. 
Louis hopes that it can be swung 
against the East St. Louis Board of 
Assessors or cause the East St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce to 
exert itself toward removing the 
tax. Arnold believes that if actual- 
ly put in force, that East St. Louis 
voters would rid themselves of pub- 
lic officials whose persistency in 
the tax brought the toll. 


Arnold admits that a toll on the 
bridge is undesirable. He regards 
it as retrogtadé. ‘“‘What we really 
need is more bridges free of toll,” 
he said, “but-we also need this 
measure as trading material and 
can actually put it in force if East 
St. Louis persists in this immoral 
stand of taxing our bridge. It is 
they who are making it a toll 
bridge. Their tax must be paid 
from the pockets of St. Louis citi- 
zens. That is in effect a toll.” He 
declares that the rank and file of 
East St. Louis citizens follow May- 
or Stephens in deploring the tax 
ond are agreeable to its elimina- 
tion. He attributes the stand taken 
by the East St. Louis legislative 
delegation and other East St. Louis 
officials to their belief that bring- 
ing $42,000 a year or more to the 
public treasury is an accomplish- 
ment not without practical political 
value. 

Arguments at the Inception. 

St.. Louis citizens recall that all 
public discussion from the incep- 
tion of the bridge idea was of a 
“free’’ bridge. Moreover, the only 
excuse for a municipal bridge was 
that it be a free bridge to rid the 
city of certain obnoxious charges 
regarded as throttling the city’s in- 
dustrial progress. 

Many citizens go no further into 
the controversy than to declare 
that, whatever provocation St. 
Louis may seem to have for puni- 
tive measures against East St. 
Louis, it cannot afford to outrage 
its reputation for hospitality in the 
country at large. For, in colling 
Illinois cars, the city also must toll 
the cars of the citiz@éns of all other 
states. As is known, tourist traf- 
fic through the city increases with 
each season. 

The freedom of the bridge from 
tolls also is held to contribute to 
the commercial prosperity of the 
city, which is the trading point for 
Southern Illinois. 


Legal Phases of Matter. 

Frank H. Gerhart, oldest of free 
bridge advocates, believes that the 
toll is illegal. However, the only 
designation of the bridge as a “free 
bridge” is in alé@rmanic  enact- 
ments, which are subject to repeal 
by any subsequent Board of Al- 
dermen. The original proposal un- 
der which bonds for the bridge 
were authorized by vote-of the peo- 
ple did not specify that the bridge 
should be free. It was built under 
Federal grant which made no men- 
tion of whether it was to be free 
or toll, but placed it generally upon 
the Congressional bridge act of 
1906. That act provides that if a 
toll is to be charged, it shall be 
subject to approval by the Secre- 
tary of War.

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REDUCTION BELOW 
ESTIMATE UNDER 
PRESENT TAXLAW 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July }0.—The 
present tax law designed to reduce 
the levy on the public by $400,- 
000,000, has not effected a reduc- 
tion of that amount, it is indicated 
in Treasury Internal Revenue fig- 
ures for the fiscal year 1925, giving 
the total tax receipts as $2,584,- 
010,847. 

e total for the fiscal year 1924 
was’ $2,796,179,258, and the reduc- 
tion of $212,168,409 shown tor the 
six months of 1925, during which 
the lower tax rates were operative, 
leads Treasury officials to believe 
the new law will fail to reduce tho 
tax burden .by the sum originally 
contemplated. 

The figures give indication also 
that tax reduction efforts to be 
made in the next Congress. will 
have as a goal at least $200,000,- 
000 and Senator Watson of In- 
diana, member of the Senate Fi- 
rance Committee announced last 
night that he would favor cutting 
that sum from the tax load. He 
believed the combined normal and 
surtax on incomes should not ex- 
ceed 25 per cent, but he had reach- 
ed no conclusions as _to how the 
levy should be divided. 

Maximum eurtaxes ranging from 
13 to 25 per cent, have been advo- 
cated by other prominent figures, 
the higher one being sponsored by 
Chairman Smoot of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee and Chairmaz 
Green of the House Ways and 
Means Cemmittee. 

Senator Underwood has suggest- 
ed a 13 per cent maximum surtax 
and Frank W. Mondell, retiring 
member of the War Finance Cor- 
poration, has favored a 15 per cent 
limit. * ' 

Of the total internal revenue for 
1925, $1,761,681,641 was from in- 
come taxes, representing a reduc- 
tion from 1924 of only $80,077,675, 
and this indicates to Treasury ex- 
perts thag still lower taxes are pos- 
sible without seriously impairing 
the Government’s revenue. 

The reduced levies, they  be- 
lieve, have opened up new employ- 
ment for large incomes which were 
held out of business by the former 
high surtaxes, and that new low 
rates would work for a correspond- 
ingly Increased revenue. 

The Revenue Bureau's figures 
show the 1925 collections in Mis- 
souri from income taxes to have 
been $42,472,039, against $44,116,- 
410 in 1924. 


M’MILLAN TELLS OF JULY 4 
CELEBRATION IN FAR NORTH 


Exercises Held on Bridge of Bow-

It was begun ut midnight 
with a bombardment from _ the 
bridge of the Bowdoin, oné cf the 
expedition’s ships. There followed 
shots from a Government Spring- 
field rifle, a shotgun, frontier 
pistol, a tiny revolver belongin, to 
a member of the expedition and a 
blinding flashing of powder, the 
contribution of the photographers. 

The natives ashore were aston- 
ished at the performance but the 
canine section of the population 
returned the salutes with their 
half-dog-half-wolf howls. 

Boat races°were held during the 
day, the course being the length 
of the harbor from the Bowdotin's 
anchorage to an iceberg at the en- 
trance. 

On the northward trip from Bat- 
tle Harbor the Bowdoin and the 
Peary, the larger ship of the ex- 
pedition, pushed off Kidlialult 
Island -en July 6, chewing their 
way through a sea of floe ice dot- 
ted with tcebergs. During the 
night of July 6 there was a heavy 
fog, but the Bowdoin picked up 
Bull Dog Island at 6:15 a. m., July 
7, and Cape Harrison was passed 
five hours later. From that time 
until now the Bowdoin and Peary 
have been in constant radio com- 
munication and frequently within 
halfling distance. 

During the day of July 7, the 
two ships fought their way through 
ice ranging in color from _ silky 
mauve to deep blue and jade. A 
warm wind blew out of Labrador, 
however, and- the thermometer 
mounted from 47 to 60 within an 
hour. Numerous whales and seals 
were seen.

DURING CRUISE ON MAY 


SWAMPSCOTT, Maas., July 10.— 
Taking his first cruise on the May- 
flower since beginning his vacation, 
President Coolidge visited Fort An- 
drews yesterday, inspecting there a ‘| 
link of the Boston Harbor defenses. 


The President, accompanied by 
Mrs. Coolidge, motored from the 
summer White House to Marble- 
head Neck, was taken out to the 
yacht on a barge and devoted vir- 
tually all the afternoon to the 
cruise and inspection. The weath- 
er was ideal. 

At Ford Andrews, which is on an 
island south and east of Boston 
Harbor, the President was greeted 
by Col. Charles E. Kilborne, in 
charge of coastal defenses about 
Boston. First thie Prosident looked 
over an 1898 model of a 12-inch 
mortar, the fort’s largest gun. Later 
he inspected a later type of 12- 
inch mortar, was taken through 
powder magazines and visited the 
fort storehouse. 

The fort is in a stand-by condli- 
tion, the only troops on the island 
being a caretaking force. A band 
and color guard had been brotight 
from Fort Banks in honor of the 
President's visit.
